G EORGE the Third, by the Grace of God of Great Britain France and Ireland 
King, Defender of the Faith and so forth, To all unto whom these Presents 
shall come, greeting; Know ye, That we of our special grace, certain knowledge 
and mere motion, by and with the advice and consent of our right trusty and 
right well beloved Cousin and Counsellor, John Earl of Buckinghamshire, our 
Lieutenant General and General Governor of our said kingdom of Ireland, have 
revoked determined and made void the Letters Patent whereby we did give and 
grant unto Abraham Bradley, during our pleasure, the office and place of our 
Stationer in our said kingdom of Ireland, and by these Presents we do revoke 
determine and make void the same : Know ye further, That we of our like special 
grace, certain knowledge and mere motion, by and with the advice and consent 
aforesaid, have given and granted, and by these Presents we do give and grant, 
unto the said Abraham Bradley and Abraham Bradley King and the survivor of 
them, the said office and place of our Stationer in our said kingdom of Ireland, 
and them the said Abraham Bradley and Abraham Bradley King, and the survivor 
of them, our Stationer in our said kingdom of Ireland we have made, constituted 
and ordained, and by these Presents we do make constitute and ordain, To have, hold 
and enjoy the said office and place of our Stationer in our said kingdom of Ireland 
unto them the said Abraham Bradley and Abraham Bradley King, and the survivor 
of them, for and during our pleasure, and to serve with all sorts of Stationary- 
ware all offices within our said kingdom of Ireland, which are supplied therewith at 
our charge (excepting only such offices which by some prior grant or by usage are to 
be served with wares of that kind by any other particular officer,) together with all 
profits, perquisites, emoluments and advantages thereunto belonging, in as full and 
ample manner to all intents and purposes, as the said Abraham Bradley or any other 
person or persons formerly held and enjoyed the same, to be exercised and executed 
by them the said Abraham Bradley and Abraham Bradley King or the survivor of 
them, or their sufficient deputy, or the sufficient deputy of the survivor of them during 
our pleasure as aforesaid, to be approved of by the Chief Governor or Governors 
of our said kingdom of Ireland for the time being: And our royal will and pleasure 
is, and we do by these Presents command and require all our Officers within our said 
kingdom of Ireland, who are supplied with Stationary-ware at our charge (excepting 
as aforesaid) that they do from henceforth from time to time take up and buy from 
the said Abraham Bradley and Abraham Bradley King, or from the survivor of 
them, during the continuance of them or the survivor of them in the said office,- 
all such Stationary-ware as our affairs shall require, and they shall in anywise stand in 
need of : And our further will and pleasure is, that these our Letters Patent, and every 
clause, sentence and article therein contained, or the inrolment thereof, shall be in 
all things firm, good, valid, sufficient and effectual in the law, unto them the said 
Abraham Bradley and Abraham Bradley King, and the survivor of them, as well in 
all our Courts within our said Kingdom of Ireland as elsewhere wheresoever : 
Provided always, That these our Letters Patent be inrolled in the Rolls of our High 
Court of Chancery in our said kingdom of Ireland, within the space of six months 
next ensuing the date of these Presents. In witness whereof we have caused these 
our Letters to be made Patent. Witness our aforesaid Lieutenant General and 
General Governor of our said kingdom of Ireland, at Dublin, the nineteenth day 
of December in the twenty-first year of our reign.
